His 
helicopter  was  shot  down  four 
times  during  his  year  of  service 
in  the  war  area.  His  name  has 
been  submitted  for  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Cross  as  the 
result  of  an  extremely  hazard- 
ous rescue  of  another  helicop- 
ter crew  shot  down  by  the  Viet 
,  Cong. 

The  citation  indicated  that 
Thiels"  crew  launched  rockets 
against  the  enemy  at  close  range 
while  the  helicopter  was  hover- 
ing, something  which  was  not  be- 
j  lieved  possible.

Five  states  will  be  represented 
in  the  high  school  division.  En- 
tries have  been  received  from 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Texas, 
Arkansas  and  Oklahoma. 

Events  scheduled  for  the  high 
schools  are  the  60-yard  dash, 
60-yard  high  hurdles,  16-lap  re- 
lay, 4-lap  relay,  440-yard  dash, 
880-yard  run,  mile  run,  mile  re- 
lay, shot  put,  pole  vault,  broad 
jump  and  high  jump. 

The  colleges  will  run  the  same 
events  except  for  the  16-lap  re- 
lay, which  will  be  replaced  by 
the  two-mile  relay.  In  addition, 
the  colleges  will  compete  in  the 
two-mile  run. 

Grasstex,  a  hard  surface  coat- 
ing making  for  better  footing 
and  faster  times,  has  been  added 
to  the  track  this  season.
